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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


Except  for  a  few  days  when  the  old  reservoir 
was  being  cleaned  the  supply  has  been  from  this 
source.  In  the  spring  of  1937  due  to  the  high  water 
this  filled  in  considerably  and  the  whole  basin  was 
thoroughly  cleaned.  Again  in  the  fall  on  account 
of  the  high  water  sand  and  dirt,  etc.  washed  in 
plugging  up  the  screen  over  the  outlet  to  the  main 
pipe.  The  reservoir  had  to  be  drawii  down  and  the 
dirt  around  the  screen  cleaned  out,  the  screens  re- 
paired and  replaced.  This  caused  some  extra  ex- 
pense. 

Usual  leaks,  hydrants,  etc.,  have  been  repaired. 

A  number  of  old  meters  have  been  repaired  and 
new  meters  have  been  purchased.  Also  a  200  foot 
hydrant  extension  has  been  installed,  about  $750  be- 
ing added  to  the  water  works  valuation  on  account 
of  the  above. 

The  leak  in  the  new  reservoir  continues  about 
the  same. 

As  fast  as  practical,  where  needed,  services  from 
the  main  pipes  to  the  meters  are  being  renewed, 
copper  tubing  replacing  the  galvanized  iron  pipe.

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REPORT  OF  VALE  END  CEMETERY 
COMMITTEE 


In  April  the  Selectmen  turned  over  to  this  com- 
mittee full  charge  of  the  cemetery  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  trust  fund  lots.  An  allotment  of  $250.00 
was  granted  for  maintenance  and  improvement. 

This  cemetery  is  the  oldest  in  town  and  there 
are  a  large  number  of  lots  for  which  there  are 
either  no  trust  funds  or  insufficient  funds  for  up- 
keep. This  is  largely  due  to  the  age  of  many  lots, 
one  dating  back  to  1752. 

The  burden  of  upkeep  of  these  lots  will  probably 
rest  on  the  town  indefinitely  and  unless  a  generous 
amount  of  money  is  allotted  to  this  cemetery  each 
year  and  the  same  carefully  spent,  it  will  be  very 
difficult  to  keep  this  cemetery  in  good  condition. 
When  we  took  charge  we  found  many  lots  in  bad 
shape  and  we  have  tried  to  correct  as  many  as  we 
could  during  the  year. 

We  obtained  the  services  of  Mr.  Archie  Thomp- 
son to  do  the  work  for  us.  Through  his  interest  and 
effort  the  general  condition  of  the  cemetery  was  ma- 
terially improved. 

The  committee  had  expected  to  do  additional 
work  in  the  fall;  but  expenses  had  been  excessive 
in  the  other  two  cemeteries  and  we  were  asked  to 
allow  our  work  to  wait.  We  therefore  did  not  re- 
ceive our  complete  allotment  of  $250.00.

The  committee  would  like  to  recommend  that  an 
allotment  be  set  aside  next  year  to  rebuild  parts  of 
the  wall  which  is  in  disrepair.  Also  the  entrance 
gate  posts  need  replacing,  one  of  which  is  broken.

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Report  of  Planning  Board 


The  Planning  Board  established  at  the  last  an- 
nual meeting  duly  organized  and  elected  Philip  C. 
Heald  as  Chairman  and  Whitney  M.  Frye,  Clerk. 
Inasmuch  as  the  Board  is  a  new  unit  in  the  town  it 
feels  that  its  first  report  should  contain  a  brief  out- 
line of  its  functions  and  objectives. 

At  the  outset  it  should  be  distinctly  understood 
that  the  Board  has  no  authority  or  power  to  make 
rules  or  regulations  of  any  kind  whatsoever  and  any 
recommendation  must  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of 
the  Town  for  approval.  Its  purpose  is  to  determine 
the  outstanding  present  and  future  needs  of  the 
community  and  to  investigate  the  ways  and  means 
by  which  these  needs  can  be  met.  As  examples  of 
some  of  the  activities  which  properly  come  within 
the  field  of  town  planning  may  be  mentioned  High- 
ways and  Traffic  Conditions,  Public  Health,  Land 
Uses,  Industrial  and  Recreational  Development, 
Cemeteries,  Educational  Facilities  and  Town  and 
Village  Improvements.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
Board  to  appoint  sub-committees  to  assist  it  in 
making  studies  of  existing  conditions  in  some  of  the 
above-mentioned  fields,  and  it  also  wishes  to  co- 
operate with  the  Wilton  Civic  Club  and  any  other 
organizations  having  constructive  ideas  for  the  bet- 
terment of  the  Town. 

In  its  meetings  to  date  the  Board  has  devoted 
the  major  part  of  its  time  to  the  considering  of 
Traffic  and  Parking  conditions  in  the  village  streets. 
As  a  result  a  set  of  "Traffic  and  Parking  Ordinanc- 
es" has  been  drawn  up  for  presentation  to  the  voters 
at  Town  Meeting  and  we  recommend  their  adoption. 

As  a  basis  for  any  town  planning  the  Board  feels 
that  a  map  of  the  town  is  essential  and  recommends 
the  preparation  of  such  a  map  at  the  earliest  oppor- 
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tunity.  Such  a  map  is  essential  should  the  town  de- 
sire to  adopt  any  form  of  Zoning,  and  should  also  be 
of  material  assistance  to  such  town  officials  as  the 
Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners,  Assessors,  Fire 
Department  and  Road  Agent.  We  therefore  recom- 
mended an  appropriation  of  $250  for  that  purpose.

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Proposed  Traffic  Rules 


Wilton  Traffic  and  Parking  Ordinances  as  Proposed 

by  the  Planning  Board  for  Adoption 

at  Town  Meeting  March  8,  1938 

ARTICLE  I 
Sec.  1.  Parking. 

A.  No  vehicle  shall  stop  or  park  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  obstruct  such  street  crossings  as  shall  be 
marked  by  painted  lines  by  order  of  the  Selectmen, 
except  in  case  of  accident  or  when  directed  to  do 
so  by  a  police  officer,  and  no  vehicle  shall  park 
within  a  distance  of  less  than  five  feet  of  any  hy- 
drant. 

B.  Parking  on  West  side  of  Main  Street,  from 
Depot  Store  to  Quigley's  Garage,  shall  be  at  an 
angle  of  forty-five  degrees,  with  the  right  front 
wheel  to  the  curb. 

C.  Parking  on  East  side  of  Main  Street,  between 
Park  Street  at  "Cut"  to  Maple  Street  at  Hatch's 
Corner,  shall  be  parallel  to  curb  and  within  twelve 
inches  thereto  and  between  painted  lines  where  so 
marked,  except  in  front  of  Town  Hall  sidewalk 
where  no  parking  shall  be  allowed,  except  space 
allotted  by  Selectmen  for  Bus  to  leave  and  pick  up 
passengers  and  mail. 

D.  Parking  on  East  side  of  Forest  Street,  be- 
tween Blinker  and  Dale  Street  shall  be  parallel  with 
curb  and  within  twelve  inches  thereto. 

E.  Parking  on  West  side  of  Forest  Street  from 
Blinker  to  Blacksmith  Shop  property  and  on  South 
side  of  Memorial  Lot  is  prohibited. 

F.  No  parking  on  South  side  of  Maple  Street, 
between  Prince  Street  and  Russell  Street  during 
any  service  or  public  function  at  Catholic  Church. 
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Sec.  2. 

No  person  shall  wantonly  or  knowingly  place 
any  vehicle  or  shall  allow  any  vehicle  in  his  charge 
to  stand  within  three  hundred  feet  of  any  piece  of 
fire  apparatus  while  it  is  in  service  or  do  any  act  in 
any  way  to  knowingly  interfere  with  the  actions  of 
the  fire  department  while  in  service  at  a  fire.  No 
person  shall  park  or  permit  to  be  parked  any  ve- 
hicle within  a  distance  of  less  than  five  feet  of  any 
entrance  to  buildings  where  fire  apparatus  is  per- 
manently housed. 

Sec.  3.  Traffic  Regulations. 

A.  All  vehicles  shall  come  to  a  full  stop  at  any 
intersection  of  streets  where  stop  signs  have  been 
erected  by  order  of  Selectmen  or  other  constituted 
authority. 

B.  No  vehicle  going  North  on  Main  Street  shall 
make  a  right  hand  turn  into  Maple  Street  at  Hatch's 
Corner. 

C.  No  vehicle  going  North  on  Maple  Street 
shall  make  a  left  hand  turn  into  Main  Street  at 
Hatch's  Corner. 

ARTICLE  II 
Sec.  1.  Penalties  for  Violations. 

A.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  regulations 
under  Section  1,  Article  I,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of 
not  over  $1.00  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Wilton. 

B.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  regulations 
under  Section  2,  Article  I,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine 
of  not  over  $10.00  and  for  violating  any  of  the  regu- 
lations under  Section  3,  Article  I,  shall  be  liable  to 
a  fine  of  not  over  $5.00  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of 
Wilton.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 


The  School  Board  of  Wilton  submits  the  following 
report: 

Education  is  the  fitting  of  oneself  to  live.  The 
art  of  living  may  be  interpreted  in  various  ways, 
but  there  are  fundamentals  which  are  common  to 
all.  The  home  trains  the  child  in  religion,  morals, 
family  relationships,  etc.  The  school  rounds  out  the 
education  by  developing  the  mental  and  physical 
sides.  The  same  kind  of  mental  stipulation  does  not 
appeal  to  everybody.  Regardless  of  subjects,  our 
teachers  aim  to  develop  characteristics  which  will 
not  only  guide  youth  in  their  present  and  personal 
needs,  but  will  also  prepare  them  for  future  citizen- 
ship. Education  should  develop  personality,  cour- 
age, the  ability  to  concentrate,  think  clearly  and 
express  one's  ideals  in  their  everyday  life. 

A  sound  mind  is  usually  found  in  a  sound  body. 
And  so  the  physical  training  goes  hand  in  hand  with 
the  mental.  To  keep  the  body  fit,  a  part  of  each  day 
should  be  spent  at  games  or  exercise  preferably  out 
of  doors.  Such  a  habit  required  in  the  younger  years 
will  carry  through  a  life  time. 

For  the  past  few  years,  the  schools,  like  all  pub- 
licly supported  institutions  have  been  asked  to  re- 
trench. Fewer  dollars  mean  economies  in  various 
ways,  fewer  repairs,  fewer  textbooks,  and  maga- 
zines, lower  salaries  and  additional  work  for  teach- 
ers, and  changes  in  the  subjects  now  taught. 

The  problem  of  the  School  Board  has  been  to 
maintain,  as  far  as  possible,  a  school  which  will 
meet  State  requirements  and  at  the  same  time  offer 
to  the  boys  and  girls  of  Wilton  an  opportunity  for 
education  equal  to  that  of  any  other  school  of  its 
size.  It  has  seemed  advisable  to  drop  Latin,  where 
the  enrollment  was  low  and  to  offer  in  its  place  more 


66 

French.  Two  years  of  business  have  been  offered. 
Where  classes  are  small  it  seems  advisable  to  offer 
a  subject  on  alternate  years.  A  small  class  is  ex- 
pensive to  operate  and  not  stimulating  to  either 
pupils  or  teacher. 

If  the  taxpayers  of  Wilton  want  a  lower  tax  rate 
the  School  Board  is  willing  to  take  its  cut  with  the 
other  town  departments;  but  it  will  necessitate 
changes,  and  we  ask  the  cooperation  of  parents, 
pupils  and  teachers  to  meet  this  emergency.  Living 
within  one's  budget  is  one  of  our  great  civic  prob- 
lems. The  challenge  has  been  thrown  to  us,  let  us 
meet  it.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Wilton : 

I  respectfully  submit  my  fifteenth  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Supervision 

Without  reducing  any  of  the  usual  routine  ac- 
tivities of  supervision  discussed  in  previous  reports, 
I  am  attempting  this  year  to  give  particular  em- 
phasis to  Reading.  This  emphasis  is  being  directed 
along  two  lines, — first,  with  the  reading  activities  of 
the  child's  first  year  in  school,  in  an  effort  to  reduce 
the  number  of  failures;  and  second,  in  grades  above 
the  first,  to  overcome  the  difficulties  some  children 
have  in  reading,  by  diagnosing  their  troubles  and 
providing  some  degree  of  remedial  instruction. 

Recent  years  have  brought  many  changes  in  the 
theory  and  practice  of  teaching  beginners  to  read. 
The  results  of  scientific  investigation  have  given  us 
a  clearer  understanding  of  the  way  children  learn. 
The  process  of  learning  to  read  is  made  up  of  five 
rather  clearly  defined  stages  of  development.  In 
each  of  these  stages  very  definite  aims  have  been  set 
up  and  until  the  child  has  attained  certain  standards 
of  achievement  in  the  first  stage,  we  cannot  expect 
him  to  go  on  successfully  in  the  next  stage. 

We  call  the  first  of  these  five  the  "Preparatory 
Stage."  Children  enter  first  grade  with  varying  de- 
grees of  readiness  and  the  first  task  of  the  teacher 
is  to  discover  the  degree  of  readiness  of  each  child 
and  to  provide  experiences  which  will  supplement 
those  the  children  have  already  had  in  the  home 
and  community,  in  order  to  bring  about  as  rapidly 
as  possible  certain  physical,  social,  and  emotional 
adjustments,  and  supply  a  background  of  ideas  and 
a  freedom  in  conversation  which  will  enable  the 
children  to  enter  the  second  stage  of  reading  on  as 
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nearly  an  equal  basis  as  may  be  possible.  However, 
it  is  obvious  that  not  all  children  will  be  ready  for 
the  second  and  succeeding  stages  at  the  same  time, 
and  our  greatest  administrative  problem  is  to  so  or- 
ganize the  work  that  each  child  may  be  able  to 
progress  at  his  own  best  rate. 

The  second  stage  of  development  in  reading  in- 
cludes the  pre-primer  period,  when  the  child  be- 
comes able  to  read  simple  sentence  units;  the  primer 
period,  where  he  learns  to  read  units  of  two  or  more 
sentences  fluently  and  understandingly ;  and  the 
first-reader  period  when  he  learns  to  read  simple 
material  quite  independently,  becomes  absorbed  in 
getting  the  meaning,  and  enjoys  reading  by  himself. 
This  is  ordinarily  the  extent  of  a  child's  progress 
during  the  first  year  in  school,  but  there  are  always 
some  children  who  have  completed  these  two  stages 
before  the  end  of  the  first  year,  and  others  who  need 
more  than  one  year  to  accomplish  it  successfully. 

We  are  attempting  this  year  to  send  reports  of 
progress  to  parents  in  forms  that  indicate  quite 
minutely  to  what  degree  the  child  has  met  the 
standards  set  up  for  each  period  of  learning  to  read, 
believing  that  the  parent  should  know  as  intimately 
as  possible  the  progress  made  by  his  own  child. 

The  work  in  remedial  reading  in  the  upper 
grades  has  not  yet  been  so  definitely  organized  as  I 
have  just  described  for  the  first  grade.  Progress  has 
been  made,  however,  and  all  of  the  teachers  are 
giving  special  study  to  methods  of  remedial  read- 
ing, some  of  the  necessary  testing  has  been  done, 
and  some  remedial  teaching  is  being  done.  A  more 
complete  report  of  this  work  will  be  given  next  year. 
Physical  Education 

In  my  report  a  year  ago  there  was  a  description 
of  the  plan  of  organization  for  the  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School  grades  with  a  statement  that 
every  pupil  was  required   to    participate  for  three 
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periods  a  week  in  the  activities  provided  and  entire- 
ly under  the  instruction  of  the  physical  director. 
That  plan  has  been  in  operation  continuously 
throughout  last  year  and  the  current  year,  and 
forms  a  very  useful  and  vital  part  of  the  education 
of  these  young  people. 

The  physical  education  plan  for  the  first  six 
grades  has  been  somewhat  enlarged  this  year  so  that 
each  grade  group  has  in  addition  to  one  period  a 
week  with  the  class  room  teacher,  another  period  a 
week  conducted  by  the  physical  director;  and  this 
is  so  planned  that  while  the  boys  of  a  given  grade 
are  with  the  physical  director  in  the  gymnasium,  or 
on  the  playground,  the  girls  are  with  their  own 
teacher  for  special  remedial  work  in  Reading  and 
other  subjects,  and  when  the  girls  are  with  the 
physical  director  the  boys  are  with  the  regular 
teacher  in  similar  work. 

The  list  of  activities  given  last  year  for  Junior 
High  School  and  High  School  groups  had  reference 
to  those  suitable  for  outdoor  use  for  fall  and  spring. 
To  help  complete  that  picture,  here  is  a  brief  sum- 
mary of  indoor  winter  activities  for  grades  three  to 
six:  Marching  and  calisthenic  exercises  with  em- 
phasis on  the  use  of  the  large  muscles  of  the  arms, 
legs,  and  trunk  are  varied  with  games  including  a 
variety  of  relays,  "Simon  Says,"  "Feathers,"  etc., 
all  of  which  apply  the  calisthenic  exercises  and  are 
participated  in  by  all  the  pupils.  The  enlargement 
of  this  program  of  physical  education  in  the  grades 
together  with  the  requirements  of  the  music  groups, 
including  glee  clubs,  orchestra  and  band,  called  for 
a  greater  number  of  periods  use  of  the  gymnasium 
than  the  length  of  the  school  day  affords.  Relief 
was  found  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Unitarian 
Church  which  agreed  to  rent  the  vestry  to  us  two 
afternoons  a  week  at  a  figure  representing  no  more 
than  their  cost  of  fuel,  light  and  janitor  service. 
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Music 

The  regular  class  room  work  in  Music,  includ- 
ing the  Music  Appreciation  in  the  high  school,  has 
been  carried  out  together  with  the  glee  clubs,  or- 
chestras and  band  as  described  in  the  reports  of  last 
year  and  the  year  before.  In  the  high  school,  par- 
ticipation in  any  of  the  music  activities  is  voluntary 
and  the  very  large  proportion  of  pupils  electing  one 
or  more  phases  of  it  testifies  to  its  popularity  and 
value. 

Budget,  1938-1939 

The  School  Board's  itemized  list  of  estimated  ex- 
penditures does  not  differ  materially  from  the  esti- 
mates given  last  year,  and  the  total  estimated  ex- 
penditure is  $123.50  less  than  last  year.  The  follow- 
ing items  carry  slight  increases  because  actual  costs 
this  year  are  exceeding  last  year's  estimates:  Ex- 
penses of  Administration  $100;  Light  and  Janitor's 
Supplies  $50;  and  Scholars'  Supplies  $100.  The 
$500  increase  in  Repairs  is  recommended  to  cover 
painting  and  other  items  that  have  been  sacrificed 
through  the  depression.  There  should  doubtless  be 
an  increase  in  the  insurance  coverage  on  the  con- 
tents of  the  two  buildings,  and  it  has  been  necessary 
this  year  to  rent  the  vestry  of  the  Unitarian  Church 
two  afternoons  a  week  to  make  room  for  the  glee 
clubs,  orchestra,  and  band.  Fuel  is  costing  more  be- 
cause of  the  increased  price  and  the  greatly  in- 
creased use  of  the  Auditorium  by  parties  outside  the 
school  as  well  as  by  the  school  itself. 

These  increases  are  offset  by  decreases  in  the 
following  items:  Transportation  $100;  Alterations 
$200;  New  Equipment  $350;  Debt  Payment  $500; 
and  Interest  Payment  $180. 

Since  the  proposed  expenditures  remain  practi- 
cally the  same  as  last  year  the  increase  of  approxi- 
mately $300  in  the  assessment  recommended  is  due 
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to  the  loss  of  income  through  high  school  tuitions; 
seven  tuition  pupils  are  in  this  year's  graduating 
class  and  we  know  of  only  three  or  four  new  tuition 
pupils  to  enter  next  September. 

This  budget  has  been  reviewed  by  the  Budget 
Committee,  and  if  their  proposed  recommendation 
of  a  ten  per  cent  reduction  in  the  budgets  of  all 
town  departments,  including  the  school  district, 
prevails,  it  will  mean  a  reduction  of  some  $3100  in 
the  school  budget.  In  that  case  we  shall  be  obliged 
to  study  very  carefully  where  reductions  can  be 
made  in  the  items  of  the  budget  to  save  the  $3100 
with  the  minimum  of  harm  resulting.  It  would  ap- 
pear that  sacrifices  would  have  to  be  made  in  the 
items  of  Repairs,  Textbooks,  Other  Expenses  of  In- 
struction, Rent  of  Vestry,  which  with  such  savings 
as  could  be  made  in  a  few  other  items  in  the  budget 
might  total  $1500.  Several  hundred  dollars  could  be 
saved  on  the  item  of  Teachers'  Salaries  by  refusing 
to  grant  the  increases  which  several  teachers  would 
ordinarily  receive.  It  would  appear  that  the  balance 
of  the  $3100  could  be  found  only  by  eliminating  one 
teacher  from  the  present  staff. 

An  intelligent  consideration  of  the  possibility  of 
eliminating  one  teacher  requires  a  study  of  the 
present  program  of  studies  of  the  Senior  and  Junior 
High  School.  We  have  this  year  combined  the  small 
junior  and  senior  mathematics  classes,  also  the 
junior  and  senior  domestic  arts  classes.  In  addition 
to  this  saving  of  teaching  time  it  would  be  possible  to 
combine  the  junior  and  senior  classes  in  economics 
and  sociology.  The  number  of  juniors  and  seniors 
taking  domestic  arts  is  likely  to  be  comparatively 
small  next  year  so  that  the  omission  of  that  class 
would  probably  affect  fewer  pupils  than  the  omis- 
sion of  any  other  class.  With  these  reductions  and 
the  assignment  of  somewhat  heavier  teaching  loads 
to  the  other  members  of  the  staff,  the  plan  would 
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appear  to  be  possible.  Further  study,  with  more  ac- 
curate knowledge  of  the  needs  of  next  year's  pupils, 
will  enable  us  to  revise  the  plan  tentatively  suggest- 
ed here  and  will  be  cheerfully  undertaken  in  order 
that  the  proposal  of  the  Budget  Committee  to  re- 
duce the  burden  of  taxation  may  be  accomplished.

An  audiometer  loaned  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  is  being  used  by  the  nurse  to  measure  hear- 
ing. After  correcting  the  first  scores  she  retests 
those  failing.  The  audiometer  is  the  best  known 
measure  of  hearing. 

February  7,  8,  and  9,  1938,  295  children,  Grades 
II  to  XII,  had  hearing  acruity  tested.  201  were 
scored  within  the  normal  range,  34  with  perfect 
hearing  in  one  ear,  22  with  perfect  hearing  in  both 
ears,  6  were  found  to  have  serious  hearing  handicap, 
one  in  both  ears,  five  in  one  ear  only. 

One  child  with  a  past  history  of  double  mastoid 
was  found  to  be  with  perfect  hearing.  Another  with 
mastoid  history,  one  ear,  scored  within  the  normal 
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range.  A  third  child  having  previously  suffered 
mastoid,  one  ear,  shows  hearing  in  that  ear  to  be 
defective. 

The  audiometer  tests  being  purely  a  measure  of 
hearing,  the  mentally  confused  children  were  elim- 
inated from  the  non-hearing  group  by  repetition  of 
effort  and  finally  by  a  more  simple  test  with  slower 
timing;  a  small  number  who  were  unable  to  follow 
directions,  by  extra  supervision  and  instruction. 
Seventy-four  pupils  were  re-tested;  eighteen  three 
to  five  times.  An  interested  parent  asks  about  the 
possibility  of  memorizing  after  several  re-tests. 
There  are  136  digits  in  the  greater,  96  in  the  lesser 
test  for  either  ear.  He  might  memorize  a  small  num- 
ber, but  would  have  to  hear  them  first. 

Extra  effort  will  be  made  to  follow  up  hearing 
defects  noted  and  advice  and  treatment  by  physi- 
cian sought.

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HEADMASTER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  School  Board 
of  Wilton : 

I  submit  herewith  my  second  annual  report  as 
Headmaster  of  Wilton  High  School. 

In  view  of  the  close  contact  that  you  have  with 
Wilton  High  School  and  the  opportunity  for  fre- 
quent conferences,  it  will  perhaps  be  best  to  make 
this  report  in  the  nature  of  a  summary  of  High 
School  activities  during  the  past  year,  adding  a  few 
comments  on  such  matters  as  may  need  special  at- 
tention. 

School  Plant  and  Equipment.  Repairs  made  dur- 
ing the  summer,  including  the  refinishing  of  Room  E 
and  the  installation  of  new  lights  in  that  room,  re- 
surfacing of  desks  in  eighth  grade  room,  the  pur- 
chase of  a  new  table  and  chairs  for  the  library,  a 
mimeograph  for  the  commercial  department,  and  a 
filing  cabinet  for  the  Headmaster's  office  have  been 
a  great  help.  There  still  is  need  for  better  lighting 
and  ventilation  in  many  of  the  rooms,  particularly 
in  study  hall  where  most  of  school  study  time  is 
spent.  On  the  whole,  school  plant  and  equipment, 
although  not  all  modern,  offer  adequate  opportunity 
for  substantial  school  work. 

Staff.  Of  much  greater  importance  than  plant 
and  equipment  of  any  school  is  the  personnel  of  the 
school  staff.  Wilton  suffered  a  real  loss  in  the 
resignations  of  such  teachers  as  Stephen  Tracy,  John 
Conrad,  Eleanor  Wadleigh,  and  Patricia  Thayer. 
The  inevitable  replacement  by  new,  inexperienced 
teachers,  and  the  adjustments  necessary  to  such  a 
large  turnover  of  teachers  must  always  be  a  handi- 
cap to  the  attainment  of  the  best  results.  A  school  is 
no  better  than  its  teaching  staff.  In  spite  of  the  gen- 
uine need  of  tax  reduction,    it   is   false  economy  to 
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allow  real  teachers  to  leave  Wilton  because  of  rela- 
tively small  salary  adjustments. 

Courses  of  Study.  Our  course  of  study  has  been 
enriched  this  year  by  the  addition  of  a  course  in  Bi- 
ology, while  Latin  has  been  dropped.  This  is  in  line 
with  educational  policies  elsewhere,  and  seems  a 
logical  move,  as  only  a  very  few  pupils  elect  courses 
in  Latin,  and  the  per  pupil  cost  of  teaching  Latin  was 
excessive.  Our  commercial  course,  although  limited 
to  two  years'  work,  is  extremely  practical  and 
worthwhile.  The  Domestic  Arts  course  should,  I  be- 
lieve, be  chosen  by  a  relatively  large  percentage  of 
the  girls  throughout  the  four  years.  Physical  Edu- 
cation is  required  of  all,  and  from  a  study  just  re- 
ported of  the  work  in  this  field  in  New  Hampshire 
schools,  Wilton  stands  very  high. 

Attendance  and  Discipline.  Attendance  at  Wil- 
ton High  School  is  somewhat  better  than  last  year; 
nevertheless,  it  can  and  should  be  improved.  Many 
absences  and  almost  all  tardiness  are  entirely  un- 
necessary and  extremely  harmful  to  successful  work 
in  school.  Many  failures  to  pass  subjects  can  be 
traced  directly  to  poor  attendance.  Absence  for 
trivial  reasons  and  frequent  inexcusable  tardiness 
are  often  the  beginning  of  more  serious  delinquency, 
and  I  cannot  urge  too  strongly  that  parents  co- 
operate wholeheartedly  with  us  in  insisting  on  regu- 
lar attendance. 

Our  aim  in  regard  to  discipline  is  to  train  pupils 
in  self-restraint  and  self-discipline.  Pupils  are  al- 
lowed privileges  and  advantages  in  proportion  to 
their  responsibility  and  ability  to  use  such  privileges 
wisely  and  properly.  It  is  our  aim  to  have  pupils 
recognize  this  personal  responsibility  for  their  own 
behavior,  even  though  we  must  occasionally  enforce 
good  behavior  and  obedience,  and  in  extreme  cases 
eliminate  some  pupils  from  school. 

Other  Activities.    Aside  from  the  regular  routine 
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of  the  classroom,  Wilton  has  been  extremely  fortu- 
nate in  its  other  activities.  Music  and  Dramatics 
play  an  important  part  in  any  good  school  program, 
and  in  our  Junior  and  Senior  Dramatic  Clubs,  Glee 
Clubs,  Orchestra  and  Band,  very  successful  work 
has  been  accomplished.  Our  Junior  and  Senior 
Social  Clubs  have  afforded  pupils  an  opportunity  to 
learn  dancing  and  other  social  usages. 

In  athletics,  both  interclass  and  interscholastic, 
for  both  boys  and  girls,  Wilton  has  been  quite  for- 
tunate. We  have  tried  to  keep  our  athletic  program 
well  balanced,  and  although  basketball  in  season 
seems  to  many  people  overemphasized,  I  think  this 
belief  is  due  to  the  enthusiasm  of  the  spectators, 
rather  than  to  any  serious  overemphasis  in  the  minds 
of  the  pupils  or  teachers.  Speed  ball,  tennis,  volley 
ball,  baseball,  winter  sports,  rifle  club,  and  other 
sports  all  have  their  chances  in  proper  season.  A 
bi-weekly  school  newspaper,  a  credit  to  any  school, 
has  made  its  innovation  this  year.  All  activities  are 
on  a  sound  financial  basis,  due  to  wholehearted  sup- 
port of  the  citizens  of  Wilton. 

I  am  appreciative  of  the  splendid  cooperation 
of  teachers  and  pupils,  and  the  genuine  sympathetic 
assistance  of  Superintendent  Ames  and  the  School 
Board  and  feel  confident  that  a  continuance  of  this 
spirit  will  make  Wilton  High  School  the  kind  of 
school  we  all  strive  for  and  envision  for  the  boys  and 
girls  of  Wilton.
